As mentioned in the Farm and Hospital reports many 
repairs and improvements were made as well as the pur- 
chase of new equipment during the year 1965.

Included in the examination and audit were the 
accounts and records of the Board of County Commission- 
ers, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, Super- 
intendent of the County Farm and the County Hospital. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1963 - December 
31, 1964: (Exhibit A-1 ) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31. 1963 and December 31, 1964, are presented in 
Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the Surplus increased by 
$34,695.58 in 1964. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
County during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. These 
were as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expen- 
ditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1964, are presented in Exhibits A-3 
and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
A-4, a revenue surplus of $75,345.11, less a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $43,326.92, resulted in a net budget sur- 
plus of $32,013.19. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit 
B-1) 

Asummary statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the County for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1964, 
made up in accordance with the uniform classification of 
accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasur- 
ers balance as of December 31, 1964, is indicated in Exhibit 
B-2. 
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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of a sufficient number of 
orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court, as well as supporting invoices and payrolls, 
to satisfy the requirements of accepted standards of audit 
procedure. The classification of expenditures was noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COUR 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Hillsborough County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts of records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and the Moore General Hospital were exam- 
ined. Receipts of the Farm from the sale of livestock and 
produce and from boarders were checked by source 
through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the 
Farm as well as the receipt of the Hospital, as recorded in 
the cash book were properly accounted for by the Superin- © 
tendent through the deposits in the bank to the credit of wie 
County Treasurer’s account. 


Moore General Hospital — Accounts Receivable: 


The accounts receivable at the Moore General Hospi- 
tal at the close of the last two fiscal years, as indicated by 
the institution records and giving effect to reserves for 
doubtful accounts, were as follows:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of R.S.A., Chap- 
ter 24, Section 15: 


As indicated by Exhibit A-3, Comparative Statement 
of Appropriations and Expenditures, in the fiscal year end- 
ed December 31, 1964, there was a net overdraft of appro- 
priations amounting to $43,326.92. In other words, total 
expenditures exceeded total appropriations by this amount 
as indicated herewith:

It is noted that at a meeting of the County Delegation 
held on November 30, 1964, the Commissioners were given 
permission to purchase a Burroughs’ Control Center Unit 
for the business office out of the current year’s surplus at a 
price not to exceed $2,600.00. 


The records of the Clerk of the Delegation do not indi- 
cate that any other authorization to exceed budgetary ap- 
priations was sought or obtained during the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1964. It may be stated therefore that 
expenditures of more than $40,000.00 in excess of budget- 
ary appropriations were made in 1964 without the authori- 
zation of the executive committee of the legislative delega- 
tion, as required by R.S.A. 24: 15. 


Whenever an emergency arises whereby it becomes 
necessary for the County Commissioners to make expendi- 
tures in excess of budgetary appropriations, the procedure, 
as set forth in Chapter 24, Section 15, of the R.S.A., as 
amended by Chapter 142 of the Laws of 1961, should be 
explicitly followed. This section provides as follows: 
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“24:15. Exceeding Appropriations. No county com- 
missioner shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any lia- 
bility for the payment of, any sum of money for which 
the county convention has made no appropriation, or 
in excess of any appropriation so made except for the 
payment of judgments rendered against the county. 
In the case of an emergency, however, county com- 
missioners may apply to the executive committee, 
which, after a public hearing, may grant to the county 
commissioners authority in writing to make such 
emergency payment. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
county convention under the provisions of section 14, 
whenever it appears that the amount appropriated for 
a specific purpose will not be used in whole or in part 
for such purpose, the county commissioners may use 
such sum to augment other appropriations, if neces- 
sary, provided the total payments for all purposes do 
not exceed the total sum of appropriations in any year 
made by the county convention.” 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of 
the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included in its 
entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County: 


The following is submitted as the report of the County 
Attorney for the period commencing January 1, 1965 and 
terminating December 31, 1965. 


The trial of the first degree murder indictments against 
Edward Coolidge was the most significant event of the 
year. This trial started on May 17 and ended on June 22 
with a verdict of guilty. 


A first degree murder indictment was obtained in the 
April Term against Paul McCue for the alleged murder of 
Olive Knowles on January 31, 1965 in Nashua, N. H. This 
case is now awaiting trial. 


An investigation was made of the killing of Fidela 
Tracy by Victor T. Tracy on June 5, 1965 in Manchester, 
New Hampshire. This case was presented to the Grand 
Jury at the September Term and the Grand Jury certified 
that they refused to return an indictment because of Victor 
Tracy’s insanity at the time that the alleged crime was com- 
mitted. This matter was presented to the Superior Court on 
October 22, 1965 and the defendant was committed to the 
New Hampshire State Hospital for life. 


Also investigated was the murders of Mark, Angela 
and Patrick Adams and the suicide of Blance Adams. It 
was determined that Mrs. Blanche Adams, in a state of in- 
sanity, killed her three children by strangulation and then 
took her own life. 


A total of four hundred and sixty criminal matters 
were initiated in Hillsborough County Superior Court dur- 
ing the course of the year. 
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Two hundred five Indictments and fifty one Waivers of 
Indictment were brought to a conclusion. One Hundred 
Eighty Three appeals from District Courts and Municipal 
Courts were presented to the Superior Court for considera- 
tion and settled. Nineteen violations of probation were pre- 
sented and dispositions made thereon. 


A total of twenty Petitions were filed under New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173, 
which is the Sexual Psychopath Law. 


Hearings were held under the Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support Act in sixty two cases. 


Investigations were made concerning twenty-one ve- 
hicular fatal accidents. In addition to the motor vehicle 
accidents there were also nineteen other fatal accidents 
which include the following: eight drownings, three fatal 
fires, three fatal falls, one accidental carbon monoxide 
poisoning, one suffocation, one poisoning, one man killed 
by car falling off jack and one slow hemorrhage resulting 
from a fall from a car, all of which were investigated by this 
office. 


Numerous other matters were brought to the attention 
of the office during this period, and to the best of my knowl- 
edge, all have been settled amicably.

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1965 REPORT OF THE HILLSBORO COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Hillsboro County Board of Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this summary of the activi- 
ties of the Hillsboro County Cooperative Extension Service 
for the year 1965. Lengthy, more detailed Annual Reports 
covering each line of work have been filed with the Busi- 
ness Office in Manchester and the Cooperative Extension 
Service Director’s Office in Durham. 


The Cooperative Extension Service is a unique, educa- 
tional unit made possible through cooperative efforts of 
Federal, State and County governments. Extension Agents 
work in the county in the field of Agriculture, Home Ec- 
onomics, 4-H Youth Development and Forestry, and they 
are supported in their work by research facilities and spe- 
cialists at the University of New Hampshire and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. Direct guidance of the Agent 
is conducted by State Leaders at Durham, and by the local 
Hillsboro County Extension Service Council. The County 
Extension Office is located in the Post Office Building in 
Milford, N. H. 


Agricultural Work 


(Agents Perley D. Colby and Ernest A. George .7) . 

The first responsibility is still to commercial farmers, 
however considerable time is also spent with other land- 
Owners on related problems. Much time and effort have 
also been devoted to other problems of a county-wide 
nature. These include Rural Area Development, Marketing, 
Conservation, Natural Beauty, etc. 


In 1965, most of the dairy, poultry and young farmers 
work was handled by Ernest George, while fruit, vegetable, 
marketing, home horticulture, administrative, R.A.D. and 
misc. other work was handled by Perley Colby. 
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During 1965, approximately 2521 calls or visits were 
made by the Agricultural Agents to provide information, 
advice or guidance to individuals or families. Fifty-two 
meetings were held and over 19,000 pieces of literature 
were prepared and distributed. 


Home Economics 


Extension Staff Members, Harriet J. Nissen, and Mrs. 
Winnifred McLaughlin (14 time). 


The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is to 
teach homemakers of the county. Lessons regarding prob- 
lems of the home and family including consumer education 
are conducted for homemakers. 


Teaching Methods Used 


1. The Extension Home Economists teach classes to 
groups of homemakers throughout the country. 


2. The Extension Home Economists and Specialists 
of the University of New Hampshire train volunteer leaders 
from different community Extension groups to teach home- 
making projects to the people of the local Extension 
groups. 241 volunteer leaders helped teach these lessons.

Dear Mr. Brocklebank: 


Referring to the meeting held at the County Farm on 
November 15, 1965, with the Hillsborough County Delega- 
tion and representatives of the City of Manchester con- 
cerning the construction of a new County building in the 
downtown Manchester Civic Center area, I would like to 
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indicate that the City is prepared to offer a parcel of land 
which is facing on Elm Street, across from the Merrimack 
Common, with adequate depth adjacent to Merrimack 
Street for your new building. This parcel of land is shown 
on the attached map. 


This land is immediately available for development of 
a new County building. The price for this land depends on 
several factors, such as who is to provide off-street park- 
ing, but in broad terms will vary from about $1.50 per 
square foot to $4.00 per square foot. The land area indicat- 
ed is approximately 54,800 square feet. Moreover, if this 
site is selected by the County Delegation we will purchase 
your old County Court House for an estimated acquisition 
price of $357,000. 


Please advise me if we might supply additional inform- 
ation which would assist the delegation in making a deci- 
sion to locate in the new Civic Center.

The Hillsborough County Executive Commission met 
at the County Farm with Mayor Roland S. Vallee of Man- 
chester and members of his Planning Board and Redevelop- 
ment Commission.

Miscellaneous Budget 


This was explained by Commissioner Beaulieu and 
totals $17,500. as revised. 


Nashua Court House Budget 


This was explained by Commissioner Beaulieu as 
$20,500. compared with $22,500. last year but a letter from 
Judge Lampron was read requesting $500.00 more for the 
law library this year, making the total budget $21,000. 


Manchester Court House Budget 


This was presented by Commissioner Beaulieu as $19,-

These were presented by Commissioner Beaulieu and 
$3,500. was added to this to take care of the Assistant 
County Attorney’s salary. 


We adjourned at 3:30 p.m., to meet again at 2:00 p.m., 
January 4th at the Moore General Hospital.
